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Council HQ plans 
put In for cottage 


PLANS to turn one of Ely’s most 
precious buildings into council 
offices are one step closer to 
becoming reality. 

Mattings Cottage, a Grade II listed, 
dilapidated building in Waterside, has 
been at the centre of controversy for 
years. 

The building, located beside The 
Makings, hit the headlines in 2011 after 
East Cambridgeshire District Council, 
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which owns the cottage, applied for 
planning permission to renovate it into 
holiday lets. 

The application caused uproar with 
locals, who insisted the building should be 
made available for public use. 

Fred Brown, the then leader of the 
district council, was forced to back down 


over the plans following the public 
outcry. 

The City of Ely Council then expressed 
an interest in transforming the cottage into 
new headquarters for its members - and it 
is exactly that which now looks set to go 
ahead. 

This week, the city council applied for 
formal planning permission to change the 
use of the building into offices. 

If approved by the district council - 
which still owns the lease of the building - 


the city council would close its offices in 
Market Street and re-locate to Waterside. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Ely’s 
Mayor, Cllr Will Burton, said the plan is to 
turn the majority of the two-storey cottage 
into offices, but to also have an area of 
retail space. 

He said: “Discussions about the future of 
Makings Cottage have been dragging on 
for some time and it’s good to now have 
some sort of vision for its future.

“The district council still 
owns the lease and we’ve been 
waiting for them to sign it over 
to us since October but our 
plans are now in. 

“We want to turn the 
majority of the cottage into 
offices so that we can re-locate 
everything there from Market 
Street. 

“We believe the increase in 
space and the improved 
location would give the city 
council a greater presence in 
Ely. 

“We have also applied to 
change the use of an area of the 
building to retail. 

“We’re not sure exactly what 
sort of shop or business we 
want there yet but it would 
certainly be something that 
complements the Riverside 
area well. 

“This is exciting news for 
both the cottage, which has 
been left to fall into a poor state, 
and the city council.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council confirmed the authority 
had received the city council’s 
planning application. 

He added: “The paperwork 
for the lease of Makings Cottage 
has recently been finalised and 
is currently with the City of Ely 
Council's solicitors. 

“We look forward to receiving 
the completed declaration and 
signed lease to complete this 
matter.”

big freeze goes on

SNOW and ice continued to wreak 
havoc in East Cambridgeshire this 
week. 

The big freeze may have made 
Ely Cathedral and the Fens look 
spectacular but with it came 
school closures, treacherous 
driving conditions and commuter 
chaos. 

A total of 108 out of 
Cambridgeshire’s 250 schools 
were forced to close because of 
the snow on Monday, although the 
majority were able to re-open on 
Tuesday. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
said: “The decision to close a 
school is made by the 
headteacher alone, normally in 
consultation with the chair of 
governors. They are best placed to 


make that decision, based on the 
local conditions. 

“There are a variety of reasons 
why a school might close. The 
most common is because staff 
can’t get in. The majority of 
children live in the catchment 
area of their school, but teachers 
don’t. In many cases, they can’t 
afford to. 

“As always, the welfare of the 
children is the schools’ top 
priority.” 

The white stuff also affected 
waste and recycling collections in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

The district council was forced 
to suspend all services on 
Monday, affecting residents in the 
areas of Sutton, Haddenham, 
Aldreth, Grunty Fen, Earith Bridge, 
Stretham, Wilburton, Chittering, 


Witchford, Isleham and 
Wentworth. 

The authority said it would 
make every effort to catch up with 
those collections on Tuesday. 
People whose rubbish was not 
collected by Tuesday were told to 
take their rubbish in and put it out 
on the next collection date. 

Liz Knox, head of environment 
services at the council said: “We 
apologise for the suspension of 
the waste and recycling service 
on Monday. 

“While main roads were 
passable with care, unfortunately 
many estates were not due to the 
snow and ice. 

“The contractors, Veolia, hoped 
to catch up on Tuesday but if that 
was not possible we are asking 
residents to take their waste back 


in and put it out again on their 
next due collection day.” 

As ever, snow and ice also 
caused delays on numerous rail 
services and on the roads, and on 
Saturday, the craft and 
collectables market in Ely had to 
be cancelled. 


The district council said all 
markets this week would go 
ahead as normal, weather 
permitting.

Jail sentence for 
sex with girl, 12 


A MAN who had sex with 
a 12-year-old girl in her 
bedroom while her family 
was downstairs has been 
jailed for four years. 

Leigh Arense, 25, struck up a 
relationship with an underage 
victim from the East 
Cambridgeshire area on an 
internet chat room before 
travelling to meet her on August 
28. 

Believing the girl to be 14, he 
stayed in her room for 48 hours 
and the two had sex unbeknown 
to her family downstairs, 
Cambridge Crown Court heard 
on Monday. 

But when her mother came 
upstairs to tell her off about the 
smell of smoke coming from her 
room, Arense hid behind the 
bedroom door undetected. 

After overhearing that she was 
12, he decided to go back to 
London - but the girl went with 
him. 

Her family told her to return 
and it was then that she told 
them she had unprotected sex 
with a man in her room. 

Arense, of Brunswick Park, 
London, was arrested on

September 4. He pleaded guilty 
to two counts of rape of a girl 
under the age of 13 at an earlier 
hearing. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said: 
“The victim said she started to 
kiss him and that he initially 
pushed her off. She then tried to 
kiss him again and he kissed her 
back before they had sex. 

“The defendant stayed in the 
victim’s room where the two 
watched DVDs. 

“The next evening, her mum 
came up and he hid behind the 
door. Her mum was appalled at 


the mess and said that her 
daughter shouldn’t be smoking 
at the age of 12.” 

In mitigation, David 
McIntosh said that his client’s 
response to finding out the girl’s 
true age was one of “shock”. 

He said: “She said she had 
previous sexual partners and 
deliberately deceived him. 
When he found out her age he 
reacted with shock. 

“She was the one who insisted 
on following him to London and 
in his defence he didn’t want her 
to come with him.” 

fudge fonathan Haworth said 
that Arense had “no real interest 
in ascertaining the girl’s age”. 

He said: “You are 25 years old 
and this is not a case of an 18 or 
19-year-old - you are a mature 
adult. 

“You had been in her 
bedroom when you knew that 
members of her family were also 
in the house. 

“There was a sheer 
irresponsibility on your part 
when you failed to find out her 
real age.” 

Arense was also handed a 10- 
year Sexual Offences Prevention 
Order.

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Police in hunt 
for gang who 
attacked pupils 

A GANG of youths assaulted and hurled 
abuse at two schoolboys as they walked 
home. 

Police are looking for a group who 
assaulted the 14-year-old boys as they 
walked to the train station in Ely on 
Monday, January 14. 

They had finished school at 4.30pm, 
met friends and walked to the station. 

As they reached Barton Square they 
were approached by a gang who started 
shouting at the boys. 

The yobs then followed the boys 
before punching the two victims in the 
head and running off. 

Another assault had happened just 
previously on a 17-year-old boy in the 
King’s School grounds. He was not 
seriously injured and the incident is 
being linked to the later assault. 

The two main offenders were white 
and aged between 16 and 20. 

One had a local accent and wore a 
black coat. The other had blond hair 
and wore a dark blue coat. 

Det Con Dan Bramley said: “These 
incidents may be linked to a snowball 
fight which happened earlier during 
school time. 

“I would like to hear from anyone 
who has any information about this 
incident or who may have seen the 
group before or after. 

“We are working with the boys’ 
parents and the school to try to find 
those responsible.”

TV expert’s collection goes on sale 


Lidl awaits 
decision on 
store bid 

GERMAN supermarket chain 
Lidl is waiting to hear whether it 
can open a store in Ely. 

The budget retail giant failed 
to build a food outlet in the city 
in 2007 and 2008 - but last year 
bosses submitted fresh plans to 
build just a non-food store in the 
city instead. 

The fresh proposals involved 
changing the use of the EMG 
Ford showroom in Angel Drove - 
directly opposite Tesco. 

However, those proposals 
were also rejected by planners at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and an appeal against 
the authority’s decision was 
submitted last year. 

The planning appeal hearing 
was held in Ely last Wednesday 
and the supermarket chain is 
now waiting to hear the 
outcome. 

A spokeswoman for Lidl said: 
“The appeal hearing was held on 
January 16 for the change of use 
of an existing car showroom to 
non-food (comparison) retail 
floor space to be occupied by a 
restricted range of operators at 
EMG Ford Group, Angel Drove, 


New plan drawn up 
to tackle waterfowl 
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ELY’S waterfowl population 
is back under the spotlight 
- and this time council 
chiefs are vowing to tackle 
the troublesome birds for 
good. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has explored many 
methods over the years to try to 
control the city’s birds - in 
particular the Muscovy ducks and 
the Canada geese. 

The authority has created a 
duck feeding area in Waterside to 
try to stop the birds from coming 
on land and has even oiled 
Muscovy duck eggs to prevent the 
chicks from hatching - something 
which caused uproar among 
locals. 

According to the council, the 
main problem with the city’s ever- 
increasing wildfowl is the amount 
of mess they make in the 
Waterside and Riverside area. 

Now the authority is drawing up 
a plan to find a long-term solution. 

This includes erecting new signs 
in Waterside to tell people about 
the ducks and how not to 
encourage them onto the land - as 
well as fencing off the slipway area 
beside Babylon Bridge to make it

more difficult for the birds to leave 
the water. 

The council also wants to 
develop an ‘education plan’ to help 
improve the health of the birds, 
such as providing the right food 
for them and discouraging people 
from feeding them bread and cake, 
which is bad for their health. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of 
the council’s community and 
environment committee, hopes

the new plan will provide solutions 
to “meet the needs of all parties”. 

He said: “The plan attempts to 
tackle two key issues - changing 
the way we feed our local wildfowl 
and reducing the access the birds 
have to the footpaths. 

“For many years, the thorny 
subject of how to manage our 
duck population has been the 
subject of much debate in Ely. 

“Many ideas have been explored 
over the last few years but have 
not provided a solution to meet 
the needs of all parties. 

“This is why over the last few 
months we have been working 
with local groups to develop a 
long-term plan which we want to 
test with the public.” 

A consultation on the waterfowl 
strategy will be launched later this 
year. 

The plan will then form part of a 
wider consultation on Ely’s 
Riverside, the Riverside 
Improvement Plan, which will be 
consulted on this summer.

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Changes approved for new 
council tax support scheme 


RESIDENTS in East 
Cambridgeshire who own 
a second home will no 
longer be eligible for 
council tax reductions. 

People who own empty 
properties will also receive 
less in reductions in a bid 
to help bring more empty 
buildings in the district 
back into use. 

The changes will come 
into force in April after a 
new council tax support 
scheme was approved by 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council members 
at a full council meeting. 

The authority was 
forced to draw up the new 
scheme after the 
Government abolished the 
national scheme for 
council tax benefit and 
reduced the money it gives 
councils to pay those 
benefits by 10 per cent. 


The new blueprint, 
which was developed 
following a public 
consultation, reduces 
council tax exemptions for 
people who own an empty 
property and removes it 
for those with second 
properties. 

Council leader, Peter 
Moakes, says the changes 
will support the district’s 
most “vulnerable” resi¬ 
dents in these tough econ¬ 
omic times. 

A 50 per cent council tax 
premium will also be 
charged on properties that 
remain empty for more 
than two years to 
encourage them to be 
brought back into use. 

Cllr Moakes said: “When 
the Government announ¬ 
ced it was abolishing the 
national scheme for 
council tax benefit we 


knew we would be faced 
with some difficult 
decisions. 

“However, we received 
great support from the 
public via the 
consultation which 
provided tremendous 
guidance to the scheme 
we have developed. 

“As a consequence of 
their feedback, we have 
designed the council tax 
support scheme to protect 
the most vulnerable 
people in our society as far 
as possible. 

“For example, by giving 
less generous discounts to 
people with empty 
properties, we have 
limited the impact on 
people with low incomes. 

“This goes to show how 
important it is to have 
your say in consultations 
to help shape policies.”

Burial site found at 
first Roman village 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS are 
continuing to find 
evidence of a Roman 
settlement beneath former 
allotment land in Soham. 

Experts from the Hertford- 
based firm, Archaeological 
Solutions, are currently carrying 
out a dig on land off Fordham 
Road. 

The dig started late last year 
and is being sponsored by 
Hopkins Homes Ltd, which was 
given planning permission to 
build 96 homes on the land. 

The excavation is unearthing 
yet more evidence of a Roman 
settlement, which archaeologists 
say represents the first ‘village’ at 
Soham. 

Among the wealth of artefacts 
found on-site are a number of 
human burials, including one 
where the person was 
decapitated before being put in 
the ground. 

Andrew Peachey, a specialist in 
prehistoric and Roman pottery at 
the company, said: “The principal 
discovery on the site is a Roman 
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settlement situated at the south¬ 
eastern end of what would have 
been a fen island, and 
representing the first ‘village’ at 
Soham. 

“The settlement appears to 
have specialised areas of activity 
relating to occupation, industry 
(i.e. malting/corn-drying) and 
possibly stock enclosures, with 
field systems outside the village. 

“However, prior to the Roman 
settlement, the margins of the 
Fen and island were heavily 
exploited by prehistoric settlers, 
including one who appears to 
have been decapitated before 
being placed in a crouched burial 
in a circular pit. 

“The reasons for decapitation 
are purely theoretical at this 
stage. One is obviously execution 
and another is to prevent ghosts. 

“Quite often the head is found 
somewhere on the site, but it’s 
rare for it to be completely 


missing. This then throws up the 
question of where the head was 
taken. 

“The excavations are 
continuing to record large 
storage pits containing high 
quantities of pottery and animal 
bone that suggest the major pre¬ 
historic occupation was in the 
late Bronze Age and early Iron 
Age.” 

Mr Peachey said that in the 
first century AD, before the 
Roman Conquest, a settlement 
developed of sufficient wealth to 
import fine pottery and goods 
from Europe. 

The pottery includes 
amphorae, which would have 
been used to import olive oil and 
wine from France and Spain, and 
samian ware, a fine red pottery 
from France and Germany. 

But the bulk of pottery came 
from closer to home, with items 
from Horningsea and Water- 
beach. 

The dig is expected to continue 
until the end of this month.

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Newcomers needed 
as councillors quit 


A PARISH council has been 
left with just four members 
after the majority of them 
resigned. 

Wilburton Parish Council’s 
nine-strong membership has 
dropped to just four after five of 
the councillors decided to quit. 

Alan Yarrow, council chairman, 
said all five resigned over new 
rules under the Localism Act 2011 
which state all councillors have to 
state their “disclosable pecuniary 
interests” - and their spouse/ 
partners - online. 

The new rule was introduced by 
the Secretary of State for the 
Department of Communities and 
Local Government, Eric Pickles, 
and was adopted by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
last year. 

It means all local authorities, 
including parish councils, have to 
declare each of their members’ 
interests on the district council’s 
website, as well as their spouse or 
partner’s interests. 

Mr Yarrow, a local farmer who 
has been on the parish council for 
almost 40 years, said: “We’ve gone 
from nine to just four members so 
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we’re desperately looking for new 
members. 

“Neil Thompson, Martin 
Barnham, Chris Day, Victor Harris 
and Ann Sherwood have all 
resigned over the new rules under 
the Localism Act 2011. 

“They weren’t happy about 
their personal interests, jobs etc, 
as well as those of their partners, 
being published for all to see. 

“I personally don’t see a 
problem with it myself but they 
obviously did and that is up to 
them. 

“In the meantime we cannot 
even hold meetings until we have 
more members so I’d urge local 
people who are interested to 
come forward.” 

It is believed other local parish 
councils could be left in the same 
predicament as others quit. 

A spokesman for the district 
council said it has no power to 
make parish councils exempt to 
the rules. 

He said: “Under the Localism 


Act 2011, all councils are required 
by law to have a code of conduct 
that includes provisions for 
dealing with ‘disclosable 
pecuniary interests’ of councillors 
and their spouse/partners and 
putting such information on the 
web. 

“These legal requirements have 
been further defined in 
regulations by the Secretary of 
State for the Department of 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

“In East Cambridgeshire, the 
district council approved a new 
code of conduct last year which a 
number of parish councils have 
since copied. 

“Unfortunately we are aware 
that some parish councillors are 
not happy with the demands of 
the new law. 

“We have no power to give 
parish councils exemptions - if 
anyone has any issues with the 
requirements of the act they must 
get in touch with the Secretary of 
State.”

Injury and illness force 
delay over public inquiry 

A PUBLIC inquiry due to be held in Ely this 
week has been postponed - as the inspector 
has broken his ankle. 

A two-day inquiry was set to take place at The 
Maltings today and tomorrow where the Local 
Campaign for the Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE) group would be calling for Ely 
Common, an area of open grassland between 
Roswell Pits and Prickwillow Road, to be 
registered as a village green. 

The status would protect the land from 
development or change in the future. 

The organisation’s original application for the 
status was turned down by a Supreme Court 
judge but they have since re-applied. 

But the inquiry has now been called off. 

Liz Hunter, chairman of the LCPRE, said: “The 
village green inquiry that was to have been held 
this week has had to be cancelled because the 
inspector has broken his ankle and the 
objector’s barrister has flu.” 

Mrs Hunter said it was hoped the inquiry would 
go ahead in March. 

Electrical store on move 

AN independent electrical store has closed its 
doors in Ely. 

Fenway Ltd, a specialist television and 
electrical shop which also offered a repair 
service, has shut in the High Street after around 
30 years in business. 

All the stock has been relocated to the 
company’s shop in Clock Tower Mews, 
Newmarket. 

Martin Pearson, one of the directors at Fenway 
Ltd, said: “It was a sad decision to close in Ely 
as we have been there for around 30 years but 
we decided not to renew our lease and have 
moved everything under the one roof at our 
shop in Newmarket.” 

Fenway Ltd is also an approved Euronics 
centre. 

The shop is one of numerous businesses to 
have closed or to be closing in Ely recently, 
including Mayer and the Inkwell in Forehill, and 
Nuts n Stuff in Newnham Street. 

Inquiries into death crash 

AN inquest has been opened into the death of a 
Soham man killed in a crash. 

David Rowlands, also known as Anthony, was 
killed after the white Ford Escort van he was 
driving collided with a white Volvo lorry on 
Station Road, Fordham. 

Mr Rowlands, 32, of Martins Close, Soham, 
was pronounced dead at the scene on January 
7. 

An inquest into his death has been opened by 
William Morris, coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, and the cause of death has 
been confirmed as multiple injuries. 

The inquest has been adjourned pending 
further inquiries. 

Trio admit scaffolding theft 

THREE men have admitted stealing about 
£40,000 of scaffolding from a company. 

Jamie Allum, 40, Matthew King, 36, and 
Richard Martin, 34, pleaded guilty to the theft 
from Tone Scaffolding Services when they 
appeared at Cambridge Crown Court on Friday. 
Allum, of Darbys Yard, Sutton; King, from 
Cottier Drive, Littleport; and Martin, of Eldith 
Avenue, Fordham, are on unconditional bail 
until Friday, February 1.

As a former serviceman, I remember 
being placed on stand-by when 
firemen took industrial action in the 
1970s and 1980s. For me, I never had 
to go off and fight fires, but I had 
friends that did, and I was told that 
feelings between the retained and full¬ 
time firefighters were strained over the 
issue, as the retained firemen chose to 
work normally and I was also told that 
the service men and women who 
manned the old Green Goddesses 
were not given an easy time by some 
of the full-ime firemen. 

The firefighters have chosen to go on 
strike or work to rule a number of 
times sine the 1970s, the FBU 
represent firefighters and I guess that 
if the need arose they would take up 
their legal right to take industrial 
action again, and I guess again that in 
the current climate, this is highly 
possible. 

The young man in question should be 
applauded for wanting to work as 
what we now call retained firefighters,

Parking forms 
misunderstood

Ray Holt, ofMepal, obviously doesn’t 
know a biased document when he 
sees one as the document presented is 
certainly not biased but is focused. 
Firstly, if Mr Holt was a resident of Ely 
his address wouldn’t be Mepal so what 
is his problem? He only has to tick the 
box appropriate to his circumstance 
i.e. a visitor to Ely, as he lives seven 
miles outside the city (unless another, 
non-resident, box is appropriate). 


Secondly, the consultation document 
isn’t about asking whether or not 
residents oppose charges, it is about 
what they think about a proposed 
scheme aimed at making those who 
use a service be the payers of it, and 
not everyone else who lives East 
Cambs paying for it through their 
council tax. There is, Mr Holt, a large 
section, question five, which asks for 
any additional comments about the 
proposal and the complete document 
it forms a part of- this is where 
anyone can voice an opinion about 
car parking. Perhaps you missed this? 
Finally Mr Holt, answering how one 
supports/opposes investment of 
surplus from charges does not give a 
mandate to the council, it merely tells 
them how you support/oppose 
surplus investment - nothing more, 
nothing less. 

Ted Coney, obviously a perfect human 
being, should simply stop griping. 
How much fairer can one get than 
seeking payment for a service from 
those who use it? It is much more 
unfair to charge non-drivers or those 
who don’t use the car parks, unless, of 
course, he’d much rather see his 
council tax go up to pay for a service 
he may not use as he lives in the 
centre of the city? Further, I and I’m 
sure many others would be very 
interested in knowing just how much 
experience Mr Coney has of living in 
the old Soviet Union - no one living 
there was under the impression they 
lived in a democracy.

Are the traders actually doing 
anything to encourage shoppers and 
visitors into the city - like offering to 
refund their two-hour fee of 70p if 
they spend a certain amount in their 
shops?

This 
would go more than a long way to 
making shoppers feel that their car 
parking fee was well spent.

City needs good 
mixture of shops 

Sir, I have been reading with interest 
the arguments for the parking charges 
to be implemented in Ely from July, if 
agreed.

I am not sure what amount is at 
present payable by each ratepayer but 
this must be small and I am sure that 
most people would prefer that 
method rather than see several more 
empty shops.

Media drive has 
worked so well 

Sir, Over the last three decades, fire 
services up and down the UK have 
experienced a significant reduction in 
the number of on-call firefighters. 

This issue was beginning to cause us 
significant problems in how we 
responded to emergency 999 calls. To 
address this issue, the service, supported 
by the fire authority launched a series of 
recruitment campaigns across 
Cambridgeshire. The first of the 
campaigns was launched early last year. 

I would like to take the opportunity, on 
behalf of all of Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Fire Authority to thank the 
Ely Weekly News and local on-call 
firefighters for their assistance in helping 
our recruitment team to publicise these 
campaigns. 

In 2011, the fire service received only 104 
inquiries from people wanting to 
become an on-call firefighter. Last year 
this number rose sevenfold to 758 


inquiries. This is due to the publicity 
given to the campaign by the local media 
and the efforts of local crews in 
spreading this message. 

This has meant that the number of new, 
on-call firefighters has risen over 400 per 
cent from 10 in 2011, to 41 last year and 
for the first time in many years we are 
now recruiting more on-call firefighters 
than we are losing due retirement, ill 
health or changes in circumstance. 
On-call firefighters are a vital part of 
today’s fire and rescue service. They 
provide an efficient, effective service that 
gives emergency cover to more than 90 
per cent of the UK. In Cambridgeshire 
they make up 56 per cent of the 
workforce are generally located in rural 
communities, small towns and villages. 
Your efforts in supporting our campaign 
have greatly helped us to address what 
was becoming a real concern for the 
service. This is certainly an excellent 
example of local media providing real 
assistance to both the fire service and 
the communities around these on-call 
stations.

Burglar returned 
as family were 
talking to police 


A BURGLAR stole a 
family’s car and 
returned to pinch their 
second vehicle while 
the victims were 
speaking with police at 
their home. 

Clinton Alabaster-Samual, 
19, was part of a group who 
broke into the Ely home and 
stole keys to two cars and 
valuables about 6am on 
August 11, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard. 

The court heard one of 
the victims had looked out 
of a window to see her 
Honda Civic being driven 
away - with the driver 
waving at her as he left. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, 
said the family called the 
police and when officers 
were at the Dovehouse 
Close property, Alabaster- 
Samual returned and stole 
their Nissan Qashqai. 

The court heard the 
Honda was found in 
Littleport and that damage 
had been caused to a 
neighbour’s Suzuki Ignis as it 
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was driven away. The Nissan 
has not been recovered. 

James Earle, mitigating, 
said Alabaster-Samual, of 
Crescent Road, Dagenham, 
Essex, had been told at 16 
there was no room for him 
at home and had ended up 
sleeping rough before going 
to live with his grandmother 
in Cambridgeshire. 

Mr Earle said Alabaster- 
Samual’s grandmother said 
she did not want him there 
indefinitely and he had 
fallen in with bad company. 

He said Alabaster-Samual 
had previously said he knew 
he had done wrong and he 
deserved to be punished 
properly. 

Mr Earle said: “It shows a 
degree of recognition that 
what he had done was 
wrong and that it’s out of 
character in the sense that 
he has not done anything 
like this before.” 

Judge Anthony Bate said 


the defendant had been part 
of a group with others who 
were perhaps more 
criminally sophisticated 
than him. 

He said: “A particularly 
brazen feature of this 
burglary was the theft of not 
one but two cars belonging 
to that householder. 

“The disturbance had 
woken the victims and while 
she was speaking to the 
police, she saw one of the 
burglars, not necessarily 
you, actually driving her car 
away and when he came 
past the house he waved at 
her, which really upset her.” 

He sentenced Alabaster- 
Samual, who had pleaded 
guilty to the offences, to two 
years in a young offender 
institution for the burglary, 
eight months for the theft of 
the Honda, eight months for 
the theft of the Nissan and 
another month for the 
damage to the Suzuki, all to 
be served concurrently. 

No charges have been 
brought against other 
offenders.

toll sparks 
safety plea

AN increasing num¬ 
ber of otters are being 
killed on local roads - 
and council chiefs are 
being urged to help 
save them. 

Conservationists say 
more and more of the 
animals are being hit by 
vehicles. 

Although they say it is a 
sure sign that otter 
numbers are rising in the 
county, they say more 
needs to be done to alert 
motorists to their presence. 

In the last two weeks, 
four otters have been found 
dead in the Fenland area - 
one in Queen Adelaide Way 
between Queen Adelaide 
and Station Road, Ely, and 
the others in Mepal, 
Chatteris and Guyhirn, near 
Wisbech. 

Cliff Carson, a local 
conservationist involved in 
otter and waterway wildlife 
management, says Queen 
Adelaide Way is a 
particularly troublesome 
spot for otters as they cross 
the road from the settling 
ponds to the River Great 
Ouse. 

He says special warning 
reflectors can be fitted on 
roads which reflect the 
lights of vehicles towards 
the water to prevent 
animals such as otters from

crossing when traffic is 
approaching. 

He is calling for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s highways depart¬ 
ment to invest in the 
reflectors in Queen 
Adelaide Way and other 
areas where otters are 
breeding. 

Mr Carson, who found a 


dead otter on the route last 
week, said: “This is one of 
four otters found killed on 
Fenland’s roads in the last 
two weeks. 

“While the deaths are 
very sad, it may reflect an 
increase in the otter 
population in the area 
generally. 

“But Queen Adelaide Way 
is a known blackspot for 
otters being killed and this 
time of year appears to be 
the worst for casualties. 

“Warning reflectors that 
reflect the lights of vehicles 
towards the water to 
prevent animals from 
crossing when traffic is 
approaching in the dark 
have been found to be 
effective in the West 
Country. 

“Having otters and a 
wealth of other wildlife 
present on their doorstep is 
greatly appreciated by 
residents and I imagine that 
they would consider a 
specific cost-effective 
measure like this to protect 
a well-loved species money 
well spent.” 

A spokesman for the 
county council said 
warning signs alerting 
motorists to wildlife 
crossing Queen Adelaide 
Way had been installed two 
years ago. 

He said: “We are working 
with the Environment 
Agency, Wildlife Trust and 
other parties to consider 
what further measures 
could be taken.”

University, was out running in 
his home village of Sutton 
when he saw a poster about 
joining the service. 

He said: “It’s something 
I’ve wanted to do for a long 
time and I saw it as a chance 
to get fitter and gain 
experience doing something 
which is totally different to my 
day job.

School celebrates 


inspection

Ofsted 

A PRIMARY school which 
was placed under special 
measures is now providing 
its pupils with a “good” 
quality of education. 

Millfield Primary School in 
Littleport was criticised by Ofsted 
and placed under special 
measures in March 2011 after 
inspectors said it was failing to 
provide an acceptable standard of 
education. 

Now inspectors have re-visited 
the school and removed it from 
special measures - saying the 
appointment of a new head 
teacher, Deborah Hannaford, was 
the most significant factor in its 
improvement. 

They said teaching was “good” 
in three-quarters of lessons seen, 
together with some “outstanding” 
small-group teaching. 

Inspectors said: “The new team 
of teachers and support staff work 
well together and inadequate 
teaching has been eliminated. 
They are having a positive effect 
on standards and pupil progress is 
improving.

“Lessons are well organised, 
based on reliable assessment 
information and well matched to 
the pupils’ learning needs.” 

Pupils were highlighted for their 
good behaviour and attitudes to 
learning, and attendance at the 
school is now above average. 

Inspectors said the head 
teacher, senior staff and governors 
had done well to improve 
behaviour and raise attendance. 

“Leaders, including governors, 
are uncompromising and 
relentless in their drive to ensure 
that all pupils in the school 
receive the best education 
possible. 

“The head teacher and her 
deputy consistently share their 
high expectations and this has 
been a key factor in the 
improvement in teaching,” they 
said. 

They also said support from 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
had provided effective help with 


staff recruitment and lesson 
planning. 

The school was encouraged to 
improve pupil progress, further 
improve teaching and involve 
middle leaders in the monitoring 
and evaluation of teaching. 

Head teacher Mrs Hannaford 
said: “We are absolutely delighted 
with the outcome of this 
inspection. 

“Through the last academic 
year and this autumn term, a great 
deal of hard work was needed to 
move the school forward at the 
pace that was needed. 

“We had until February 2013 to 
bring Millfield out of special 
measures so it was particularly 
rewarding that inspectors felt that 
the school was ready to be 
brought out a term earlier - this 
recognises the positive impact of 
everybody’s hard work over the 
last year and a bit. 

“I would like to thank staff and 
governors for their hard work and 
parents for their continued 
support.”

Parents’ crossing bid ends in failure 


WORRIED families 
calling for a pedestrian 
crossing on one of Ely’s 
busiest roads have been 
told that not enough 
pedestrians use the 
route to warrant the cost 
of providing one. 

Concerned residents 
have been calling for a 
zebra crossing to be 
fitted in Lynn Road for 
some time. 

But still pedestrians, 
the majority of whom 
are parents walking their 
children to and from 
school and nursery, have 
no crossing to use. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, an angry 
father has launched a 


fresh call for a crossing 
on community website 
ShapeYourPlace insisting 
he and other families are 
“putting their life at risk” 
when crossing Lynn 
Road. 

But Cambridgeshire 
County Council says 
that building a 
pedestrian crossing in 
Lynn Road cannot be 
treated as a priority. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “Officers 
at the county council 
have been looking at this 
issue in response to 
direct contact from a 
member of the public. 

“Given that crossing 
activity here really only 


concentrates at school 
opening and closing 
times, an assessment 
regarding the need for a 
school crossing patrol 
was carried out just 
before the end of the 
December term. 

“The assessment 
concluded that the need 
for a crossing patrol fell 
well short of the criteria. 

“There is not felt by 
the county council to be 
a case for a permanent 
crossing point at this 
location.” 

Sue Smith, who runs 
Sweet Peas Childcare in 
Ely, has also been calling 
for a pedestrian crossing 
in Lynn Road for some 


time. 

She said: “This is such 
a busy road yet it is also 
so busy with 
pedestrians, especially 
mums and dads taking 
their little ones to school 
or nursery. 

“We urgently need a 
zebra crossing so that 
vehicles are forced to 
stop to let people cross 
the road safely.” 

The county council 
says that a crossing 
could be installed if the 
City of Ely Council felt it 
was a priority and if 
funding could be found. 
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Troubled waters: but most of the boaters have now moved out.

Marina owners 
given go-ahead 


CONTENTIOUS 
plans to revamp a 
marina have been 
given the green light. 

The Fish and Duck 
Marina in Holt Fen, 
Wicken, hit the headlines 
in October after all of the 
boaters who lived there 
permanently were told to 
leave.

“We know the boaters 
were upset when we told 
them they’d have to 
leave the marina and we 
do sympathise with 
them. 

“The majority of them 
have all gone now and it 
actually hasn’t been as 
stressful as we all thought 
it would be.” 

The refurbishment will 
see the marina’s structure 
changed and upgraded. 
And boaters will no longer 
be allowed to moor there 
permanently. 

The changes will also 
increase the site’s gross 
internal area from 6,500 
sq m to 7,500 sq m. 

In their proposals, the 
couple said: “The marina 
structure is looking and 
feeling tired. 

“Jetties built out of 
wood are starting to rot 
and become unstable. 
Some have had to be 


cordoned off. 

“There are numerous 
health and safety risks 
that have to be managed. 

“The marina structure 
now needs investment in 
order to enable it to 
continue. 

“The proposed 

reconfiguration would 
allow for an extra 250m of 
mooring space that would 
be fully flexible for the 
business and much safer 
for customers. 

“This would not only 
generate extra income but 
will enable greater control 
and management of the 
mooring space. 

“The reconfiguration of 
the internal mooring area 
ensures that the marina 
uses its spaces to a greater 
efficiency, allowing for 
more boats to be moored 
in the local area.” 

In the longer term, Mr 
and Mrs Harvey also hope 
to add facilities such as a 
restaurant and overnight 
accommodation, as well 
as rebuilding a pub that 
was once there.

REFITTING a ‘swinging 
bar’ at Ely's notorious 
railway bridge would 
reduce the amount of 
accidents there, residents 
claim. 

Despite huge fluorescent 
warning signs and red flashing 
lights alerting motorists to the 
height restrictions, the bridge is 
regularly being hit by large 
vehicles such as lorries and 
vans. 

The bridge has even been 
named as one of the UK’s most 
crashed-into bridges in recent 
surveys. 

Residents insist the bar, 
which once alerted drivers to 
the height-restricted bridge, 
needs to be brought back. 

They argue that the number 
of collisions would be reduced 
as a result. 

Little Downham resident 
Eddie Holden said: “We have 
been saying for years to bring 
back the swinging bar at the 
railway bridge. It can be 
provided at very little cost. 

“All that is needed is two steel 
posts, one each side of the road 
at standard height for lorries to 
go under, a bar across the top, 
with chains hanging down, and 
a swinging bar at the bottom of 
them at the same height as the 
bridge’s clearance. If the vehicle 
hits this first at a distance from 
the bridge it can stop and go 
over the crossing. 

“Simple things prove to be 
the best methods. This would 
mean there would be no hold¬ 
ups and no damage. Traffic also 
keeps moving.”

Street, Soham, agrees. 

He said: “The council’s gone 
to ah that expense of buying 
flashing red lights and large 
signage which is fair enough - 
but it is not working. 

“There are still some drivers 
who are failing to realise just 
how low the bridge is and by 
the time their vehicle’s crashed 
into it, it is too late. 

“I’m told there was once a 
swinging bar at the bridge and I 
honestly believe this is the best 
way to stop these accidents 
from happening. 

“Why was it removed in the 
first place? It’d be so simple and 
cheap to install, yet so 
effective.” 

A Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said the 
current warning system in 
place at the bridge is “more 
comprehensive” than a swing¬ 
ing bar. 

He said: “The current warn¬ 
ing system was installed some 
years ago and had to be 
approved by the Department 
for Transport, which 
specifically ruled out a 
swinging bar with audible 
warning system at this location 
in favour of more compre¬ 
hensive measures to alert 
drivers to the low bridge ahead. 

“Since then Network Rail has 
added extra warning signs and 
chevrons on the bridge itself to 
reinforce the warning to 
drivers.”

Council figures show fall 
in county library users 

THE number of people using their local library has 
radically dropped. 

Figures revealed by Cambridgeshire County 
Council show that there were almost 90,000 
fewer visitors to Cambridgeshire’s libraries in 
2011/12 than 2010/11. 

The county’s libraries welcomed 2,666,337 
visitors between April 2011 and 2012, 
representing a decrease of 89,800 from 
2,756,137 people who took advantage of the 
facilities during the same period the previous year. 
The number of library visitors fell in Ely, March, 
Wisbech and Whittlesey. 

However, Chatteris library bucked the general 
downward trend and saw its visitor numbers 
increase by 18 percent. 

The county council believes the decrease in 
visitors was caused by a reduction in library 
opening hours across the county. 
Cambridgeshire’s libraries will soon benefit from 
upgraded IT facilities and free WiFi, which the 
council hopes will attract more users.

CONFUSING signs which 
wrongly tell cyclists that they 
are allowed to travel along a 
riverside path have still not 
been altered. 

Members of the Ely Cycling 
Campaign highlighted the fact that 
the ‘no cycling’ signs in the Riverside 
and Waterside area of Ely were 
incorrect in October. 

The signs, which are supposed to 
prohibit cycling along the path, have 
an additional red bar through them, 
which is being taken literally by 
cyclists as meaning “no cycling”. 

But the signs have not been 
rectified and still cyclists are using 
the path when they shouldn’t be. 

A statement on the Ely Cycling 
Campaign’s website said: “So, after 
the anti-social cycling furore last 
year the council said it would fix the 
incorrect signs along the river which, 
if taken literally, mean ‘no cycling’. 

“However, while walking along the 
river yesterday [January 13] I noticed 
the incorrect signs are still up. 

“We think that it’s ridiculous that 
cycling is not allowed. The riverside 
path could provide a really nice 
commuter route to the station, 
avoiding Broad Street and the 
junction on Back Hill.” 


When the issues with the signs 
were brought to light last year, 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
said the signs were installed 
correctly but that the contradictory 
red bar had been added using red 
sticky tape by an unknown party. 

The authority said that a member 
of highways staff would remove the 
tape - but that has still not been 
done. 

It comes just a week after the 
Weekly News reported how residents 
were calling on police to get tougher 
on cyclists using the Riverside area 
of Ely. 


Officers have been clamping 
down on rule-breaking bike users in 
the city since last autumn after 
concerns were raised by residents at 
a neighbourhood panel meeting. 

But some residents say police 
need to do more to enforce the law 
with anti-social cyclists, who they 
say are putting pedestrians’ safety at 
risk, particularly along the riverside 
path. 

Cambridgeshire Police say patrols 
are taking place and that cyclists 
who are caught being anti-social are 
being given “words of advice”.

New school’s 
earlier start

for Littleport. 

“We’ve put so much 
work into this over the 
years and things are 
really starting to progress 
now. 

“The county council 
was originally hoping to 
have the school up and 
running by 2017/18 but 
that has now been 
moved forward to 2016. 

“Three years might 
seem like a long way off 
but it really isn’t and it 
looks like young people 
in Littleport will soon be 
able to attend a school 
on their doorsteps, 
finally.” 

Discussions about the 
most suitable location 
for the school are 
ongoing and according 
to Cllr Brown, an area of 
agricultural land beside 
Littleport Leisure Centre, 
in Camel Road, is the 
most favoured site. 

He said: “Discussions 
about the best site are 


ongoing but the land 
adjacent to the leisure 
centre certainly ticks all 
the boxes. 

“In my view, it couldn’t 
be a better location. Not 
only would all the 
facilities of the leisure 
centre be close by but it’s 
also not too central to 
the village, which would 
help with traffic issues.” 

Residents have been 
calling for a secondary 
school in the village for 
years, insisting it would 
deal with East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s increasing 
demand for school 
places and that there is 
space in the village for 
one. 

It was early last year 
that the county council 
agreed that a new 
secondary school does 
need to be built in East 
Cambridgeshire, and 
that Littleport would be 
the preferred site. 

A county council 
spokesman confirmed 
the new school was in it 
its capital programme 
for opening in 2016.

Residents hit out at council over 
failure to replace lamp posts 


TWO faulty street lights which 
were removed more than a year 
ago have still not been replaced. 

The street light columns in Ely’s 
Market Place were taken down by 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
after they both failed health and 
safety checks. 

But irritated residents say that 
was done in the winter of 2011 and 
that they have still not been 
replaced. 

There is currently just a small 
section of the columns poking out 
the ground with yellow plastic 
covers over them. 

The county council says the 
street lights will be replaced “as 
soon as possible” but residents 
have branded the delay a “joke”. 

John Bladen, of Ely’s King’s 
Avenue, said: “I’m not sure 
whether I’m the only one who 
notices the random stumps in Ely’s 
Market Place every time I’m in 
town? 

“They’re there - slap bang in the 
middle of the area for at least a

year now and nothing has been 
done about them. 

“It might sound petty but I’ve 
done some digging and found out 
from a local councillor that they 
are in fact parts of a street light 


column which were removed 
towards the end of 2011. 

“Why on earth haven’t they been 
replaced yet? It’s a complete joke.” 

A local councillor, who did not 
want to be named, added: “The 
lamp posts were removed as the 
columns weren’t strong enough. 

“I must admit I do have a little 
chuckle to myself whenever I walk 
by as all you can see is about an 
eighth of the columns with a 
bright yellow piece of plastic over 
them.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said the columns were 
removed for health and safety 
reasons. 

He said: “All street lighting 
columns are periodically strength 
tested for health and safety 
reasons. These columns failed the 
test and were removed imm¬ 
ediately. 

“A replacement column of the 
same specialist design has been 
ordered and will be installed as 
soon as possible.” 


Inspectors praise placement schemes 


A SCHEME which 
provides supported 
living placements, 
respite care and out¬ 
reach services for people 
with learning disabilities 
has been given top 
marks by Government 
inspectors. 

The Adult Placement 
Scheme is run in the 


East Cambridgeshire 
and Fenland area by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

The scheme under¬ 
went a routine inspect¬ 
ion by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) and 
was found to be 
performing well in all 
areas. 


CQC inspectors spoke 
to carers, staff and users 
of the scheme and said: 
“We found the scheme 
to be well-managed and 
organised. 

“Good systems were 
in place for record 
keeping and quality 
monitoring. 

“Care records and the 


training offered enabled 
carers to support people 
well.” 

The scheme provides 
support for 38 carers 
who provide permanent 
placements, respite care 
and outreach support to 
50 people with a range 
of learning difficulties.

Police sign up 
for scheme to 
beat fraudsters 

CAMBRIDGESHIRE Police has 
signed up to a national scheme 
to help tackle fraud in the 
country. 

As of Monday, the force is 
signing up to Action Fraud, the 
UK’s national fraud reporting 
centre. 

As well as saving up to 500 
hours of police time a year, the 
scheme will mean reports of 
fraud are dealt with by specially- 
trained advisors and information 
is pooled in one location. 

By capturing all fraud and 
internet crime intelligence in one 
place, police will be able to link 
seemingly unrelated crimes from 
around the country and 
identified organised criminal 
networks. 

Under the new system, 
members of the public reporting 
fraud will be redirected to Action 
Fraud, who can be contacted by 
phone or online. 

Officers will continue to take 
reports from vulnerable people 
or where a crime is in progress 
but this will then be fed through 
Action Fraud. 

Every police force must 
change to use Action Fraud as its 
fraud and internet crime 
reporting service by April 1. 

It was set up in 2009 and takes 
more than 7,000 crime reports 
every month.

A PENSIONER from 
Wicken who was 
evicted from her home 
after making her 
neighbours’ lives a 
misery is now calling to 
be rehoused. 

Violet Skinner, 79, has been 
living in a 6ft by 12ft caravan 
since she was ordered to 
leave her bungalow in The 
Lawn, Whittlesford, last April. 

South Cambs District 
Council was granted an 
eviction order after a court 
heard neighbours had 
endured eight years of 
violence, anti-social 
behaviour and criminal 
damage at the hands of Mrs 
Skinner. 

The court heard she threw 
plates at her next-door 
neighbour’s house and 
turned a hosepipe on 
residents. 

But the retired horti¬ 
culturist, who is now pitched 
on a campsite in Wicken, is 
asking East Cambs District 
Council for a second chance 
in the form of a permanent 


home in the district. 

Mrs Skinner, who lives with 
her three cats, said: “The way 
I’ve been treated by the 
authorities is despicable. 


“Since April I’ve been living 
in my tiny caravan and have 
been moved from campsite 
to campsite across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire.

“I’m 80 years old this April 
- is this really how a British 
pensioner should be treated? 

“My caravan is so small 
and cramped I can only turn 
around inside it in a circle. 

“I need a proper roof over 
my head and have been 
asking East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for some 
time now, but they’re doing 
nothing. 

“How come everyone else, 
including illegal immigrants, 
gets a house, but I don’t?” 

The rows between Mrs 
Skinner and her neighbours 
in Whittlesford started 
shortly after her arrival in 
2004, and ended up in court 
on several occasions, 
although Mrs Skinner 
consistently denied any 
wrongdoing. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambs District Council said 
he could not comment 
specifically on Mrs Skinner’s 
case. 

He said: “While we do not 
comment on individual 
cases, we would always try to 
offer help and guidance to 
anyone who came to us for 
advice and then judge every 
application on its own 
merits.”

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Things that go bump in the night 


T HIS week, at one of the 

city’s most ancient locations, 
Robert Lloyd Parry brings 
another seasonal shiver to 
Cambridge with his retelling of 
two of the greatest tales by M R 
James, the master of the English

OSCAR-nominated Steven Spielberg tears 
a page from history to immortalise the 
efforts of the 16th president of the United 
States to abolish slavery during a 
turbulent period of deep division within the 
House of Representatives. 

At a time when multi-culturalism is trotted 
out ad nauseum by politicians as modern 
society’s badge of honour, Lincoln is a 
stark reminder of the sins of the past and 
how far we still have to go to create a 
world of true equality. 

Tony Kushner’s eloquent script 
condenses the final months of the 
president’s life into an elegiac portrait of a 
husband and father whose courage in the 
eye of a political storm tested his resolve 
and his marriage. 

A powerful prologue on blood-stained 



battlefields segues neatly to January 
1865. Two months have passed since the 
re-election of Lincoln (Daniel Day-Lewis), 
the American Civil War rages on for a 
fourth year and the president’s thoughts 
turn to the highly contentious slavery bill. 


Secretary of State William H Seward 
(David Strathairn) counsels against the 
motion, given the current make-up of the 
House of Representatives. However, 
Lincoln is adamant that the Bill must be 
passed before the end of the war and he 
enlists William N Bilbo (James Spader) 
and Colonel Robert Latham (John 
Hawkes) to procure votes. 

Inside the House, fervent abolitionist 
Thaddeus Stevens (Tommy Lee Jones) 
continues to rile the Democrat opposition 
led by Fernando Wood (Lee Pace). 
Meanwhile, Lincoln contends with the 
mood swings of his emotionally fragile 
wife (Sally Field). 

The ebb and flow of dialogue in Lincoln is 
exquisite and potentially dense yet baffling 
philosophies are distilled into digestible 
exposition so it’s easy to follow the cut 
and thrust of arguments on both sides of 
the political divide. 


The terrific ensemble cast is led 
magnificently by Day-Lewis. So often 
berated for grandstanding and chewing 
scenery, here the statuesque London-born 
actor is the model of restraint, 
internalising his statesman’s maelstrom 
of emotions. 

Lincoln is also a magnificent technical 
achievement, distinguished by Janusz 
Kaminski’s colour-bleached 
cinematography and John Williams’ 
haunting score. 

Every shot is beautifully framed, capturing 
every facet of Rick Carter’s production 
design and Joanna Johnston’s costumes, 
which vividly evoke the era. 

Admittedly, the running time is slightly 
long, testing concentration and resolve. 
Yet, as the film ends with the president 
heading to an ill-fated performance of Our 
American Cousin, Spielberg’s film is 
worthy of a rousing vote of confidence.

Protecting the humble spud

T HE wet weather over the 
past couple of years has 
prompted reports of poor 
harvests, smaller and less tasty 
fruit and veg and claims that the 
nutrients the rain has washed 
away from the soil will affect 
the health value of our home¬ 
grown produce. 

Among the crops worst hit in 
vegetable patches across the country is 
the humble spud, a staple of the British 
menu for centuries, whether boiled, 
mashed or chipped. 

And while gardeners throughout the 
UK will be celebrating National Potato 
Day with events up until the end of the 
month, experts are now warning that 
gardeners must start to grow a mixture 
of varieties to stem the loss of crops to 
late blight. 

Affected plants develop brown spots, 
especially around the edges of the 
leaves, the stems turn brown and 
potatoes develop scabby cankers that 
lead to brown patches inside the tubers 



which soon rot. 

Bob Sherman, chief horticultural 
officer of charity Garden Organic, 
warns: “Rare types of potatoes are under 
threat. There isn’t much that the amateur 
gardener can do to protect potatoes from 
blight. 

“Late blight is a very rapidly evolving 
organism. It’s not quite a fungus. It’s 
quite closely related to seaweed, but it 
acts like a fungus. Spores flow about in 
the air, usually coming from old tubers 
left in the soil which haven’t been 
harvested from the previous year 
because they’ve been missed. 

“Most of the old varieties of potato 
are highly susceptible and even ones that

were thought to be resistant have 
succumbed to new strains of the disease. 
We used to think that ‘Cara’ was blight 
resistant, but it isn’t any more. A whole 
range of interesting textures and 
flavours from old varieties are under 
threat.” 

Incessant wet weather causes both 
disease and physical problems with 
potatoes, he continues. The tubers can’t 
be lifted because the ground’s too heavy 
and soggy. 

“When potatoes get too much 
moisture, you might get one or two huge 
potatoes under the soil instead of a nice 
little clump of medium-sized tubers. The 
huge ones might be hollow inside or just 


not very tasty. Dry weather tends to 
enhance flavour, but wet weather 
reduces it.” 

Late potato blight has been the 
scourge of crops during excessive wet 
weather, he says. 

However, some gardeners have turned 
to a resistant variety which is keeping 
blight at bay. 

David Shaw, research director of the 
not-for-profit Sarvari Research Trust in 
North Wales, and his team developed a 
range of blight-resistant ‘superspuds’ 
known as Sarpos (pronounced Sharpo), 
first bred by the Hungarian Sarvari 
family. 

Available in red, white and blue, from 
Thompson & Morgan and some garden 
centres, they are now being grown by 
gardeners who don’t want the plight of 
blight. 

“The disease evolves all the time, a 
bit like flu, so there’s always a new 
strain. The Sarpo varieties David Shaw 
has been working with seem to be 
coping with all the changes that the 
disease is going through,” says Sherman. 

“Some of them will get signs of blight 
in the leaves, but not in the tubers.” 

He suggests growing a number of 
different varieties so that you’re covered 
if the tubers, which are highly 
susceptible, succumb to blight. 

“The other advice is to harvest 
earlier,” he suggests. “You might 
sacrifice the weight of the potatoes, but 
the flavour will be good.” 

Alternatively, grow spuds in pots and 
bring them under cover later in the year. 
Blight usually strikes from July 
onwards, depending on the weather and 


which part of the country you live in. 

Of course you can enrich your soil 
with plenty of organic matter, but if the 
weather’s damp, it won’t make any 
difference to blight, because the spores 
are carried in the air. 

Covering the plants with tunnels or 
cloches may also not make a difference 
because potatoes need good air flow. If 
your tunnels are plastic, blight will 
thrive in the humidity. If you have a 
good-sized greenhouse, you may have 
more luck if you constantly remove the 
leaves showing signs of blight. 

If the blight is widespread, take all the 
leaves off, which will mean a smaller 
crop, but at least you’ll have a crop. 

However, if you do remove leaves, 
don’t lift any potatoes for at least two 
weeks afterwards, because the spores 
will still be on the surface of the soil, 
and if they come into contact with a 
tuber, they will affect it. 

And if anyone has problems with 
slugs ruining their potatoes, Sarpo Mira 
and Sarpo Axona both have good slug 
resistance to go with blight resistance. 

Try mixing crops, growing sweet 
potatoes or yacon, a perennial tuber 
from South America which looks like a 
potato and is not so susceptible to 
common pests and diseases.

Used price dips means

USED car prices are now at their 
lowest for 15 months - and East 
Anglia is one of the regions 
where used car buyers are 
assured of being able to find 
some great deals. 

Prices of second-hand vehicles 
dipped by an average of 1.71 per 
cent between November and 
December, according to advice 
site UsedCarExpert.co.uk. 

The average price for a used 
car is now £8,540 - the lowest 
figure since September 2011. 

But while buyers in south-west 
England are now paying an 
average of only £6,951 for a 
second-hand car, those in north¬ 
east England are having to fork out 
as much as £10,805 on average. 

The south-west prices last 
month reflected a fall of 6.31 per 
cent since November. 

Prices also fell sharply in 


Scotland (down 6.2 per cent) 
and in East Anglia (down 5.31 
per cent). 

In contrast, prices rose 6.45 
per cent, to £8,087, in the West 
Midlands. There were also 
increases in north-east England 
(up 2.59 per cent) and in the 
East Midlands (up 1.59 per cent).

“Prices have not been this low 
for over 12 months and in many 
regions, used-car prices have 
fallen as the economy remains 
weak and unstable and motorists 
hold on to their vehicles.

Claydon wants to 
deliver Vase glory 


ANDREW Claydon has something of a score to 
settle when it comes to the FA Vase. 

The striker has made a huge impact for Ely in 
his first season at the Unwin Ground, netting 22 
goals in all competitions, with seven coming in 
their run to the fourth round. 

Claydon has made a career of scoring goals, 
winning a glut of trophies during a brilliant 
decade at Sudbury, but glory in the FA Vase has 
always eluded him. And it has certainly not been 
because of a lack of effort. 

Claydon, who works as a postman, reached the 
semi-finals in 2002, before having to settle for a 
runners-up medal three years running as 
Sudbury lost to Brigg, Winchester and Didcot. 

West Ham’s Upton Park, St Andrew’s in 
Birmingham and Tottenham’s White Hart Lane 
were the venues for Claydon and Sudbury’s big 
days out, and the forward still has fond memories 
of each occasion. 

“It was a competition the club really would 
have loved to have won,” said Claydon. 

“I don’t know if it was nerves, but we were 
never able to win it. But they were amazing days. 

“Nobody likes losing, but in finals like that it’s 
just nice for the club to experience it. 

“We play the football, but then you’ve got the 
fans and all the people associated with the club 
enjoying the day out, so it’s a nice day all round 
for everyone. 

“I was unfortunate not to score, but it’s 
something that you can look back on and be 


proud of. The medals are still in the loft 
somewhere. 

“Now it’s back at Wembley there’s even more of 
an incentive because everyone that plays football 
would love to play there.” 

Claydon began his career at Newmarket under 
Bobby Shinton and also had an injury-hit spell 
with Mildenhall five years ago, where the 
departure of boss Trevor Munns led to him 
moving to Felixstowe. 

But the 34-year-old father of two is enjoying 
working under Robins manager Alan Alsop, as 
well as developing a good understanding with 
strike partner Richard Chadwick. 

“I’ve been made very welcome,” said Claydon. 
“The club’s really well run and Alan is a good 
manager, so it’s been very easy for me to fit in. 

“We’re creating a lot of chances. I play up front 
with Chadders and we seem to have hit it off as a 
partnership. He’s scoring goals as well now, so I 
always fancy us to score in a game.” 

Claydon fancies Ely’s chances of beating 
Spalding in the fourth round when the game, 
which was postponed on Saturday and has been 
rescheduled for this Saturday, gets played as he 
eyes lifting the trophy at the fourth attempt. 

“We’re a very good side and, on our day, I’d say 
we could compete with anybody,” said Claydon. 
“It’s all about on the day and it will be the same 
against Spalding. 

“If we get through then whoever we play won’t 
fancy it because we’re a tall and physical side.”
